Visit to Pipeline 
Proves Fascinating 


August 15, 19 


(Columnist Jack Scott is on a cross-Canada tour with his 
family in automobile and trailer—EDITOR). 


GRETNA, Man—Imperial Oil 
Co., which you may have heard 
about, is laying a pipeline from 
the Alberta oil fields to ‘ake 
Superior, and invited a bunch 
of us down here to see how 
they're getting along. 

Tt was a gamble for Imperial. 
Most of us wete daily news- 
papermen or weekly editors and, 
thts keen students and critics 
of all forms of consteuction, 

I've yet to meet a newspaper- 
man who could decently put to- 
Gether a set of alphabetical blocks 
or one who didn’t feel qualified 
to dispute the technique of any 
large dam, bridge or skyscraper. 

As it was, Imperial came off 
very well, mainly because this 
és a romantic, dramatic construc- 
tion job employing some of the 
most fantastic, Rube Goldberg 
machines extant and also enough 
Texans and Oklahomans to de 
light any spectator. 


This Alone 
Worth Trip 


The joy of listening to a gigan- 
tic, sun-cured Texan explain his 
welding technique (‘“Fust, yuh 
got yuh stringah-beat, yuh hot 
pass and yuh weld on the insaid 
from the outsaid, etc.”) was worth 
the trip alone. 

Imperial was wise enough, too, 
to provide some public relations 
men with the kind of figures 
newspapermen adore. We learned 
that merely to fill the pipeline 
will require 64,330,000 gallons of 
oil, or enough to supply the 
whole of Canada for six days 

If it was gas it would drive a 
ear 46,300 times around the earth. 
Steel in the pipe would make 
two and a half ships the size of 
the Queen Elizabeth. 

Filled with these splendid fig- 
ures, plus enough Scotch to fill 
two and a half bathtubs and a 
filet mignon apiece, we all agreed 
that it was a fine ditch. 


We See 
Spur Line 

It was the 75-mile spur line 
from Gretna, on the Manitcba- 
North Dakota border, that we 
were invited to see 

This ditch is dug by the most 
fascinating machine you ever did 
see. There is a 16-foot front 
wheel, with fanged scoops all 
around it, attached to a pon- 
derous sort of tractor. 

As the tractor inches along the 


great wheel revolves, biting into 
the soft, stoneless soil and leav- 
ing behind a ditch just exactly 
two feet across and so straight 
and clean and tidy that some- 
one is bound to exclaim “Like a 
knife through butter.” 

Those scoops not only chew 
into the soil like an angry ter- 
rier, but carry the dirt up to 
dump it neatly on the left hand 
side of the ditch. Later on, when 
the pipe is down, a bulldozer can 
just nose the soil back into the 
trench. 


Elaborate 


Processing 

Before the pipe is interred it 
goes through an elaborate pro- 
cessing including an operation 
by one single machine in which 
hot coal tar enamel is smeared 
on the 10-inch pipe and layers 
of fibre glass paper and asphalt- 
based felt are wrapped like put- 
tees around {t. They had a time 
getting us away from that, I'll 
tell you, 

Here are some more notes I 
have if you happen to be inter- 
ested in pipelines: 

The lucky man who operates 
the mechanical ditcher is “Smit- 
ty” Smith, who comes from Brok- 
en Bow, Okla., and doesn’t seem 
to realize how lucky he is... . 
Oil moving through the line 
makes about 4€ miles a day, 
nudged along by pumping 
stations every 200 miles. ,. , Air- 
planes will patrol the route on 
schedule, looking for oil stains 
that reveal a leak. . . , Imperial 
doesn’t worry about anyone tap- 
ping the line. You'd have to 
have your own refinery to make 
use of it 

First oil is‘ expected in Regina 
this fall and it will serve not 
only Imperial’s plant, but a co- 
operative refinery... . Company 
figures it can move its black 
gold underground at about a 
third of the cost of freight ship- 
ping . Choice job of all on 
the line is that of the gink who 
simply walks along the pipe 
with an X-ray listening device 
that picks up any breaks, , 
Most of the key men in the 
crews—or “spreads’—ate veter- 
ans of Venezuela, Texas, Peru 
and other points, some of them 
making a thousand a month, 

Oh, yes. Earth from the trench 
in which the pipe will be placed 
would make a pile 100 feet square 
and more than a mile high.
